Defense attorney questions indictment

The attorney for 
James P. McFarland of 
Sulphur, argued against 
almost every element 
of his client’s indict¬ 
ment at his arraignment 
Thursday, leading up to 
a request that his client 


be released to a drug 
treatment program on 
his own recognizance. 

In February, a Henry 
County grand jury 
indicted McFarland on 
two counts of traffick¬ 
ing in a controlled sub¬ 
stance, first offense, one 
for methamphetamine 
and one for heroin, 


theft by unlawful tak¬ 
ing $500 or more, but 
under $10,000 and 
complicity to sell or 
transfer a simulated con¬ 
trolled substance, first 
offense. The charges 
stemmed from alleged 
drug sales in March and 
April of 2013. 

Because the charges 


were over a year 
ago, at which time 
the Commonwealth 
Attorney did not seek 
to incarcerate his cli¬ 
ent, attorney Kenneth 
McCardwell argued that 
the Commonwealth 
must not see him as a 
danger to the public. 

“The Commonwealth 


is saying he’s a danger, 
but they allowed him to 
be out on the streets,” 
McCardwell said. “You 
waited until January to 
secretly indict him and a 
year has gone by.” 

Commonwealth 
assistant attorney Josh 
Clubb argued the large 
quantities of drugs sold 


were great enough to 
warrant McFarland’s 
continued incarceration. 
But McCardwell argued 
that point as well. 

“The quantities 
sold to the confiden¬ 
tial informant were 
designed by the state

Eminence City Council 
reported on Monday night 
that residents will soon be 
able to enjoy the world- 
famous burgers, fries and 
shakes of fast food mega 
chain McDonald’s.

In addition, Stephens 
expressed his happiness at 
the continued construc¬ 
tion on the United Citizens 
Bank. “We’re very excited 
at the progress that’s 
being made on the United 
Citizens Bank and them 
being able to be open in 
July.” An official opening 
date has not been set for 
the bank, with the best esti¬ 
mates being sometime in 
July of this year.

A group of Henry County seniors have spent 
the school year trying to think of ways to help the 
local homeless population. 

“Out east, in Eastern Kentucky, homelessness 
and poverty as a whole is just a rampant problem,” 
said Ian Dorman, leader of the project. “Locally, 
we tried to find a soup kitchen to work for and 
we couldn’t find one at all. The one in Shelbyville 
wasn’t in business anymore and the closest one we 
could find was in downtown Louisville. And to get 
everyone down there was just an impossibility.” 

Eventually, the group decided to organize a 
c sleep out,’ where they would build shelters out 
of cardboard boxes and limit themselves to one 
bottle of water and one granola bar for the night. 
In addition, they’ve been collecting donations. 
And, according to Dorman, they’ll be doing far 
more than just dropping them at the door of a 
food pantry. 

“We’re getting basic necessities, toiletries, get¬ 
ting them together and putting them in what 
we’re calling ‘Blessing Bags,”’ Dorman said. 
“Unlike all the other groups, we’re actually going 
to go downtown [in Louisville] and hand them 
out and interview people who’ve been affected by 
homelessness.”

when he was stationed at 
Fort Bliss in El Paso. 

“I belonged to First 
Christian Church and 
we had a very active col¬ 
lege age group that we 
had a lot of soldiers and 
air force that came, and 
I met him there. We 
got married at Easter 
time just before I gradu¬ 
ated from college. He 


was in the army at... 
Fort Sill.. .he got poi¬ 
son in his blood and he 
had to drop out. They 
kept him...as a secre¬ 
tary because he played 
baseball, fast pitch soft- 
ball and basketball. He 
spent a good part of his 
life playing sports. He

by asking for spe¬ 
cific amounts of drugs 
in order to create a 
higher level charge,” 
McCardwell said. “Then 


they argue his bond 
should be high when it 
was their choice to set 
those amounts.” 

McCardwell disagreed 
with the manner in 
which his client was 
charged, especially the 
charge of selling a simu¬ 
lated drug which led to 
the theft charge as he 


took money from the 
Kentucky State Police 
for “fake” drugs. 

“The counts of traf¬ 
ficking were to an infor¬ 
mant, and we all know 
how reliable informants 
are,” McCardwell con¬ 
tinued. “If the state’s 
informant bought fake 
drugs, it’s the state’s 


fault.” 

Judge Karen Conrad 
denied the request for 
release, but did amend 
the $10,000 bond to 
include an option of a 
$25,000 property bond. 

McFarland will be 
back in court on June 
12 .

Screenings for 
Eminence Preschool 
will be from 4 to 7 
p .m., Thursday April 
17, and Friday April 18, 
from 8 a.m. to noon at 
Eminence Elementary 
School. 

If your child will 
be four years old by 
October 1, he or she 
can be screened for EIS 
preschool program. 
Screening is necessary for 


placement so it is impor¬ 
tant to bring your child 
with you.

played at [Transylvania 
University].” 

The Jeffries moved 
around quite a lot dur¬ 
ing their marriage, living 
in Loughton, Oklahoma 
and numerous other 
places before moving 
back to Henry County, 
where Larry Jeffries grew 
up. 

Although her husband 
was heavily involved in 
Extension while he was 
alive, Jeffries said that it 
was a complete coinci¬ 
dence that they both had 
worked with 4-H and 
other programs in their 
childhood. 

“It didn’t have any¬ 
thing to do with how we 
met. His father raised 
ponies and they had a 
dairy and the kids had 
all been in 4-H. So it 
was just a common thing 
that we had, but it didn’t 
have anything to do with 
how we met.” 

Much like his wife, 


Mr. Jeffries had a knack 
for leadership, serving as 
Director for the YMCA 
in El Paso, as well as 
holding memberships to 
numerous other clubs. 
When the Jeffries moved 
back to Henry County, 
they were both hired 
as teachers at Henry 
County Public Schools. 

That’s also when they 
both resumed their 
work with 4-H. For the 
Jeffries, 4-H was a family 
affair, as all of their chil¬ 
dren have been involved 
in 4-H, as well as all but 
two of their grandchil¬ 
dren who are too young 
to participate. 

Carolyn Jeffries found 
great success working 
with Henry County 
Extension, accumulating 
numerous awards and 
honors, including repre¬ 
senting Henry County at 
the area 4-H council and 
being elected to the state 
council for two terms. 
She has also been induct¬ 
ed into the 4-H Hall of 
Fame. 

According to Jeffries, 
Extension is important 


because of, “the pro¬ 
grams. And the people. 
Of course, it’s national. 
We got to know a lot of 
people. Larry worked 
with the governor and 
the [agriculture] commis¬ 
sioner. It’s programs and 
just about anything you 
can think of.” 

It’s impossible to sum 
up an entire life in just 
a few hundred words. 
Sometimes, though, 
the essence of a life 
can be captured in one 
sentence. When asked 
what Extension meant 
to her, Carolyn Jeffries 
said, “Well, it’s probably 
been the biggest part 
of my life all the way 
through.”

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Divide and conquer strategy blurs vision 


A nice fellow has 
been traveling around 
the county lately, solic¬ 
iting the assistance of 
others in helping those 
who are unable to help 
themselves. I intend 
to support his cause. I 
have seen his presen¬ 
tation twice—it is a 
gentle, soft-sell pitch 
in which he asks for 
our help. During both 
presentations he used 
the phrase “this is not a 
hand out.” 

“This is not a 
hand out.” Hmmm. 
Nowadays, we seem 
to find it necessary to 
include this qualifier 
whenever we discuss 
giving to the unfortu¬ 
nate—we must first be 
reassured that we are 
not blowing our money 
on.. .well, you know... 
lazy deadbeats. 

We frame our dia¬ 
logue like this because 
of the presence of a 
straw man—the myth 
of the ever-present 
deadbeat, the ubiqui- 
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tous slacker. This myth 
was created as part of 
the right-wing’s very 
effective 'divide and 
conquer’ strategy, to 
divert our attention 
from the real welfare 
cheats. 

Here’s how it works. 
See that guy over there 
drawing a welfare 
check? He’s the reason 
you’re miserable, that 
your taxes are high; 
he is an in-your-face 
example of what’s 
wrong with the whole 
dang world. You work 
your rear end off just 
to make ends meet, and 
this bum, who is no less 


able-bodied than you 
are, has bamboozled 
his way into receiving 
a hand-out for the rest 
of his life. He is one of 
Mitt Romney’s 47%—a 
“taker.” But ignore 
those billionaires that 
received over $11 mil¬ 
lion in farm subsidies 
from 1995 to 2012. 

Am I arguing that 
deadbeats don’t exist? 
Not at all—I have just 
as many anecdotes as 
you do about able-bod¬ 
ied guys who receive 
a guv’mint check but 
work occasionally “for 
cash only.” What I 
am saying is this: the 
elephant in the room 
is the fabricated “fact” 
that the number of 
these 'ne’er do wells’ 
is so enormous that if 
we could only eliminate 
them, we could balance 
the budget, eradicate 
the national debt and 
our taxes would fall 
to manageable levels. 
Baloney. 

How about some real 


facts? The CBO reports 
that Social Security 
Disability Insurance 
provided $119 billion 
in benefits to 8.3 mil¬ 
lion disabled workers 
in fiscal year 2011. 

(You are welcome to 
estimate what percent¬ 
age of total disability 
spending goes to dead¬ 
beats.) Then compare 
your number with the 
amount we give away 
annually to big busi¬ 
ness—over $100 bil¬ 
lion—as calculated by 
the Cato Institute, a 
libertarian think tank 
dedicated to “limited 
government [and] free 
markets.” We won’t 
mention the $240 bil¬ 
lion in government 
assistance that fast-food 
workers and their fami¬ 
lies received because the 
companies they work 
for refuse to raise their 
poverty-level wages. 

Again, I am not say¬ 
ing it’s not a problem— 
it’s a matter of priority, 
so I’ll make a deal with 


you. You know those 
families out there on 
Maddox Ridge or Salt 
River Road that spend 
their disability checks 
on satellite television 
and lottery tickets? If 
you promise to vote 
for candidates that 
will work to eliminate 
welfare for big corpora¬ 
tions, then I’ll ride out 
to their houses and help 
you torch their satellite 
dishes. 

There are two factors 
in play here. The first is 
the lies and half-truths 
spread by right-wing 
propaganda; the second 
is the laziness of an 
electorate that blindly 
accepts it. 

Right-wing misin¬ 
formation is pervasive 
and doesn’t conjure up 
only welfare boogey 
men. For example, tell 
someone that works at 
one of our local plants 
that their factory is 
closing because labor is 
cheaper in China and 
he or she goes to reg¬ 


ister Republican—it’s 
the Obama economy! 

A Wall Street CEO frit¬ 
ters away a couple’s life 
savings on jewelry for 
his wife’s Pomeranian 
and the same couple 
starts writing letters to 
the editor about keep¬ 
ing government “off 
our backs.” But just 
mention a union or 
raising tax rates on the 
incomes of the super 
wealthy and you’re a 
godless commie. 

Our politics are driv¬ 
en by the demands of 
our consumer-culture: 
instant gratification in 
the form of quick, sim¬ 
ple answers that don’t 
require us to break a 
sweat. 

The problem is not 
foreigners, homosexu¬ 
als, non-Christians or 
black presidents. It is 
the obstinate refusal of 
the electorate—aided 
by right-wing media— 
to even scratch the 
sound-bite surface of a 
social issue. 


No budget, but several new laws will benefit Kentucky 


Traditionally, the 
last day of a legisla¬ 
tive session is set aside 
just to consider any 
vetoes the governor 
may make. Recently, 
however, the General 
Assembly has also used 
the time to wrap up a 
few lingering issues, and 
this year is no different. 

The biggest task 
other legislators and I 
faced when we returned 
to the Capitol early this 
week was adopting the 
state’s two-year, multi¬ 
billion dollar highway 
plan. Beyond that, we 
also were on track to 
finalize a major reform 
of the juvenile justice 
system and to work on 
slowing a steep rise in 
heroin use across the 
commonwealth. 

While it is too soon at 
this writing to say what 
ultimately passed in 
these final hours, there 
are quite a few other 
new laws worth men¬ 
tioning. 

Several, for exam¬ 
ple, will strengthen 
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Kentucky’s work¬ 
force. One will lower 
the threshold economi¬ 
cally distressed coun¬ 
ties face to qualify for a 
tax-incentive program 
used to boost tourism 
development. Another 
will allow veterans to 
include their heating- 
and-air training in the 
military when applying 
for a similar job in the 
private sector, and a 
third will help GE as it 
invests several hundred 
million dollars in its 
Louisville operations. 

In education, the 
General Assembly 
cleared a path for school 
districts to overcome 


a significant number 
of snow days, and the 
legislature also made 
it possible for trained 
and authorized staff to 
administer medicine 
to students who have 
diabetes or suffer from 
seizures. Previously, 
this had been limited 
to family and licensed 
healthcare professionals. 

At the postsecondary 
level, officials will com¬ 
pile employment rates 
and earnings of each 
public school’s degree 
programs, so students 
will have a clearer idea 
of what to expect in 
their chosen profession. 

Under criminal 
justice, the General 
Assembly updated sev¬ 
eral areas of the state’s 
concealed-carry laws. 
The new changes range 
from allowing licensed 
retired police officers 
to carry a concealed 
weapon anywhere but a 
secure detention facility 
to making it possible 
for victims who have a 
domestic violence order 


or emergency protec¬ 
tive order to qualify 
quickly for a temporary 
concealed-carry per¬ 
mit. Those honorably 
discharged from the 
military will be able to 
by-pass training require¬ 
ments when applying 
for a concealed-carry 
permit; and many mov¬ 
ing to Kentucky will 
have more time to 
switch over their out- 
of-state concealed-carry 
license. 

Other laws affecting 
the legal system will call 
on parents or guardians 
to attend court with 
young drivers in their 
care if they get ticketed 
for a traffic violation; 
and victims of human 
trafficking will be able 
to have any non-violent 
offenses tied to their 
captivity expunged from 
their criminal record. 

In healthcare, the 
General Assembly put 
its support behind leg¬ 
islation to make it pos¬ 
sible for qualified fami¬ 
lies to access medicine 


derived from hemp-like 
plants. CBD oil, as it 
is commonly called, has 
no intoxicating effects, 
but it has been shown 
to help control seizures. 

Other new medi¬ 
cally related laws will 
broaden the prescribing 
authority for advanced 
practice registered 
nurses; bar minors 
from buying electronic 
cigarettes; and create 
an adult-abuse registry 
to better ensure those 
who have abused some 
of our most vulnerable 
citizens do not have the 
opportunity to do so 
again. 

Two other prominent 
new laws will toughen 
Kentucky’s consumer- 
protection laws when 
it comes to identity 
theft. One establishes 
protocol for what a 
state or local govern¬ 
ment agency must do 
when there is security 
breach involving per¬ 
sonal data, and the 
other does something 
similar when it involves 


a private business, as we 
have seen in such cases 
as Target. 

Although the General 
Assembly’s work passing 
laws is over, it won’t be 
long before the legisla¬ 
tive committees begin 
meeting again to gauge 
the success of our work 
this session and to see 
what future changes 
may need to be made.

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


AG Jack Conway not 
representing people 

In 2004 Kentucky vot¬ 
ers voted overwhelmingly 
to amend the Kentucky 
constitution to protect 
the historic definition of 
marriage. The amend¬ 
ment reads: 

“Only a marriage 
between one man and 
one woman shall be valid 
or recognized as a mar¬ 


riage in Kentucky. A legal 
status identical or sub¬ 
stantially similar to that 
of marriage for unmar¬ 
ried individuals shall now 
be valid or recognized.” 

A few weeks ago, 

Judge John Heyburn 
ruled that Kentucky 
must recognize same sex 
marriages performed in 
other states. Legal efforts 
continue to completely 
overthrow the marriage 
amendment. 


Jack Conway, 

Kentucky Attorney 
General, whose responsi¬ 
bility includes defending 
Kentucky’s laws and con¬ 
stitution including the 
2004 marriage amend¬ 
ment, has refused to 
appeal Judge Heyburn’s 
ruling. Governor Beshear 
is forced to hire, at tax¬ 
payer expense, private 
lawyers to do Conway’s 
job. US Attorney 
General Eric Holder sup¬ 


ports Conway’s right to 
refuse to do his job on 
the basis that Conway’s 
personal convictions con¬ 
flict with Kentucky law. 

So we have appointed 
a judge who defies the 
will of the majority of 
Kentucky citizens and an 
elected official who bla¬ 
tantly refuses to do the 
job that he was elected 
to do. We have a US 
AG who advises state 
law keepers to just fol¬ 


low their conscience and 
ignore established law. 

What a sad state of 
affairs! The concern 
here is not a political 
issue. It’s not about 
equal rights. Nor is it 
about anyone’s personal 
right to choose a life¬ 
style. It’s about elected 
and appointed officials 
ignoring and defying 
the will of the people 
who elect them. Could 
you or I keep our jobs 


if we refused to do what 
we were hired to do? 
Suppose the Kentucky 
AG decides that rape or 
incest isn’t really such 
a bad thing, not really 
against his personal con¬ 
victions and shouldn’t be 
prosecuted in Kentucky. 

Kentucky citizens 
should demand the 
immediate resignation of 
Jack Conway.

All parents want their 
children to grow up 
to be responsible, self- 
sufficient adults, but the 
transition from child¬ 
hood to adulthood—the 
teenage years—can be 
rocky for parents and 
children. It’s during this 
time that children often 
test parents’ limits and 
start requesting things 
like cell phones, later 
curfews and less adult 
supervision. This is also 
the time when many 
parents have to decide 
where they stand on 
many issues, financially 
and morally, and learn 
how to graciously and 
responsibly let go. Here 
are some suggestions 
from our Extension 
Family Life Specialist. 

Letting go, while at 
the same time raising 
children to be respon¬ 
sible adults, is a huge 
task for anyone, but 


fortunately it’s one that 
millions of parents have 
accomplished since the 
beginning of time, and 
it’s something you can 
do too. 

While to you your 
child may always be 
your little baby, chil¬ 
dren grow up quickly. 
College and adulthood 
will be here before you 
know it. Many parents 
play an active role in 
their child’s early life and 
some might even admit 
to being overly involved. 
Now is the time to start 
seeing your teenag¬ 
ers as the young adults 
they are becoming. 


You have helped shape 
their beliefs since they 
were little. You can now 
work specifically to help 
them develop a sense 
of responsibility as they 
grow older. 

One of the most 
important things you 
can do as a parent is to 
listen to your children. 
They have valuable ideas 
and reasons for their 
actions. Chances are 
you can glean important 
information about their 
friends at school and 
their habits, their teach¬ 
ers, schoolwork and their 
developing views of the 
world. If you don’t agree 


with everything your 
child thinks or does, 
don’t be quick to scold. 
They may start hiding 
parts of their lives from 
you altogether. Instead, 
ask them questions 
that make them criti¬ 
cally think through their 
actions and help them 
realize there are conse¬ 
quences for inappropri¬ 
ate behaviors. 

At the same time, you 
need to set clear limits 
and develop clear con¬ 
sequences for unaccept¬ 
able behavior. This way 
your children understand 
what happens if they 
don’t do their home¬ 
work, receive failing 
grades or lie about the 
people they are with. If 
your child has a group 
of close friends, make 
it a point to meet the 
parents, if you haven’t 
already. Discuss with 
them how you feel 


about all of these new 
freedoms your child is 
requesting and ask where 
they stand on these with 
their child, such as the 
appropriate amount of 
adult supervision at par¬ 
ties. You may to be able 
talk about establishing 
similar guidelines for 
your child’s core group. 
For example, if all the 
teens have the same cur¬ 
few, chances are one isn’t 
going to feel they are 
being treated unfairly by 
their parents. 

When kids are babies 
and toddlers many par¬ 
ents praise them for 
every milestone they hit, 
such as saying their first 
words, walking, recit¬ 
ing their ABCs, etc. But 
as kids get older, these 
praises seem to decline. 
Don’t always focus on 
what your child does 
wrong. Praise them 
when they do something 


right. Tell them you’re 
proud of them when 
they get good grades, 
are kind to others, say 
no to smoking, etc. You 
can also attach specific 
rewards, such as going 
over to a friend’s house 
or getting the car for the 
night when they cheer¬ 
fully complete chores 
without having to be 
reminded. 

These seemingly 
mundane, routine tasks, 
learned over time as 
children and youth, form 
the basis for responsible 
behavior as adults. It is 
a parent’s responsibility 
to model such behavior 
as they train their young 
ones toward maturity.

Black cherry trees can be dangerous

When you drive 
through the rolling land 
in Henry County, you can 
find many black cherry 
trees, including some in 
farm fencerows. While 
standing upright, there 
is not much danger, but 
if one of these trees or a 
limb falls in a windstorm, 
there can be problems for 
livestock. 

The leaves of black 
cherry trees, especially 
wilted ones, are high in 
cyanic acid, which can 
kill livestock by depriving 
them of oxygen. You 
can reduce the likelihood 
of livestock losses due to 
wild black cherry trees 
by cutting them out of 
fencerows. 

If you are going to take 
out a tree, it is important 
to do it properly to reduce 
sprouting and recur¬ 
rence. Black cherry trees 
will sprout from the cut 
stump and from the roots. 


One of the quickest ways 
to eliminate sprouting 
is to use a ‘cut stump’ 
herbicide labeled for con¬ 
trolling black cherry in 
pasture or fencerows. If 
you don’t use herbicides, 
you can expect sprouting, 
and you’ll probably have 
to cut several times to 
exhaust the food supply to 
the roots. This could take 
several years. 

Smaller trees can be 
taken out with herbicides 
that are labeled for foliage 
application of brush and 
trees. Foliar applications 
work best after trees have 
fully leafed out. 


Check product labels 
for restrictions on pastur¬ 
ing and entry into treated 
areas. Generally, livestock 
should not be allowed 
access to areas where 
trees have been sprayed 
until the trees have been 
removed or wilting foliage 
is no longer present. 

Cut stump applications 
generally carry less envi¬ 
ronmental risks than foliar 
applications because you 
apply the herbicide direct¬ 
ly to the target plant with 
less risk of overspray and 
non-target exposure. 

Once our trees have 
leaved out this spring and 


summer, livestock produc¬ 
ers need to be watchful 
for every storm which 
may topple a black cherry 
tree, making sure livestock 
don’t have access to the 
wilted deadly leaves. 

MOSS IN LAWN 
AREAS 

We get calls from time 
to time about moss in 
lawn areas. While the 
caller usually wants advice 
on how to get rid of it, 
moss should not always be 
considered a weed pest. It 
generally doesn’t crowd 
out our grasses, and it 
does provide soil cover on 
unprotected soil surface. 

Mosses establish in lawn 
areas where turf is thin or 
absent. It usually is associ¬ 
ated with conditions such 
as: shady areas that remain 
wet for long periods of 
time; areas with poor sur¬ 
face drainage; and areas 
with poor circulation. 


With any of these condi¬ 
tions, turf grasses thin 
out and moss increases. 

If you can correct these 
conditions, then you have 
a good shot at tilling up 
the area and reseeding 
to turfgrass. Otherwise, 
it may be best to simply 
leave it alone and allow it 
to protect your soil from 
erosion. 

SPRING FREEZE/ 
FROST 

Finally, it looks like 
spring! Folks are busy 
with lawn mowing and 
preparing for fruit and 
vegetable production 
around the home, getting 
forage seedings accom¬ 
plished, and getting ready 
to plant corn. The ques¬ 
tion comes up: When 
might we be completely 
free of the risk of frost or 
freeze? 

The National Climatic 
Data Center has weighed 


in on this question with 
some probability levels 
for temperatures which 
reach 28, 32, and 36 
degrees F. Since we know 
that our temperatures in 
Henry County are usu¬ 
ally somewhat colder than 
the Airport in Louisville, 
I’ve determined to use the 
Northern Ky Airport and 
Lexington Data instead. 
The probability that we 
COULD see a drop to 32 
degrees exists till May 18. 

That said, what is a gar¬ 
dener to do? To be pretty 
safe, we normally can 
put out frost vulnerable 
crops such as Tobacco and 
Tomatoes, etc. on Derby 
weekend.

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Statewide spring wild turkey season opened Saturday

Hunters could have 
the long winter to thank 
for what is shaping up 
to be a good start to 
Kentucky’s statewide 
spring wild turkey sea¬ 
son, which opened 
Saturday, April 12, and 
runs through May 4. 

“The timing of the 
first peak in gobbling 
and our season opener 
should be pretty close 
this year because the 
long winter somewhat 
delayed the arrival of 
spring,” said Steven 
Dobey, wild turkey pro¬ 
gram coordinator for the 
Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. 

Often the peak gob¬ 
bling period falls before 
the season opener, 
affording gobblers time 
to breed hens before 
they could potentially 
fall prey to a hunter. The 
late break in the weather 
this year sets up an ideal 
scenario across much of 
the state with breeding 
activity - and the gob¬ 


bling that goes with it - 
approaching a crescendo. 
The birds haven’t been 
disturbed and should 
be more responsive to a 
hunter’s call. 

Last spring, Kentucky 
outpaced all surround¬ 
ing states in the number 
of birds harvested per 
square mile. Hunters 
reported taking 32,498 
wild turkeys for an aver¬ 
age of 0.82 per square 
mile, placing Kentucky 
slightly ahead of neigh¬ 
boring Tennessee. 

“We’re having this 
great success while doing 
so in a pretty narrow 
window of opportunity,” 
Dobey said. “It reflects 
the large geographic 
area in which we have 
turkeys. People can go 
to almost any area in the 
state and have good suc¬ 
cess in the spring.” 

Approximately 90,000 
people hunt wild turkeys 
in Kentucky and each is 
allowed a limit of two 
bearded birds during the 
spring season. Any com¬ 
bination of male turkeys, 
or female turkeys with 
visible beards, may be 
included in the season 


limit. No more than one 
bird may be taken per 
day. 

Shooting hours are 30 
minutes before sunrise to 
30 minutes after sunset, 
but hunters can be in 
the field before or after 
shooting hours. 

The Green River 
Region, encompassing 
25 counties in the south- 
central part of the state, 
traditionally produces the 
highest harvest totals. 

It accounted for 32 
percent of all birds taken 
in 2013, with hunters 
in the Southeast Region 
coming in second with 
24 percent of the annual 
spring harvest. This 
trend has continued 
this year as hunters in 
the Green River Region 
accounted for approxi¬ 
mately 36 percent of 
birds taken during the 
spring youth-only hunt¬ 
ing weekend that ended 
this past Sunday. 

The region’s mix of 
forested land and agri¬ 
cultural fields makes it 
ideal for wild turkeys, 
Dobey said. 

“When you incorpo¬ 
rate the agricultural com¬ 


ponent, that jumps it up 
to another level because 
there’s a whole other 
source of food out there 
that isn’t as readily avail¬ 
able to turkeys in some 
other regions,” he said. 

Kentucky’s wild turkey 
flock numbered around 
130,000 birds when 
restoration efforts ended 
in 1997 and the popula¬ 
tion is estimated to have 
grown to about 220,000 
birds statewide. 

Spring harvest totals 
have exceeded 32,000 
birds each year since 
a record 36,097 were 
taken in 2010. 

A spike in reproduc¬ 
tion in 2008 is a driv¬ 
ing factor behind the 
increased hunter success 
in recent seasons, but 
reproduction on the 
whole has been classified 
as moderate to poor for 
several years. 

Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife is participating 
in an ongoing research 
study looking into 
declines in wild turkey 
reproduction in the 
southeastern United 
States. The study’s find¬ 
ings will guide manage¬ 


ment efforts across the 
region. 

“Most, if not all, 
southeastern states have 
observed declines in our 
summer brood surveys,” 
Dobey said. “It’s not 
unique to Kentucky. 
Rather, it’s a regional 
trend that all of us are 
curious about what could 
be causing this.” 

An uptick in repro¬ 
duction was observed 
last year in Kentucky. 

The average number of 
young turkeys (poults) 
per hen in 2013 was 1.9, 
up from 1.8 the year 
before. 

Still, wildlife manag¬ 
ers will be monitoring 
Kentucky’s spring turkey 
season closely after see¬ 
ing a decline in the fall 
harvest. The 2013-14- 
fall season take of 2,671 
turkeys represented a 39 
percent drop over the 
previous fall harvest. 

The fall turkey season 
can be somewhat tricky 
to analyze. Typically, 
about 70 percent of the 
birds are taken by shot¬ 
gun and the shotgun 
season is comprised of 
two, seven-day periods 


that only include two 
weekends. Bad weather 
or even a major sporting 
event can keep hunt¬ 
ers from going into the 
field. 

“It’s something we’ll 
watch,” said Karen 
Waldrop, wildlife division 
director for Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. “It’s 
not alarming. The 
weather during that time 
was not ideal. But we 
will keep an eye on the 
spring harvest, which is 
probably a better indica¬ 
tor because low success 
during the fall season 
could be attributable 
to hunter participation. 
Nobody misses spring 
season.” 

Hunters are encour¬ 
aged to consult the 
2014 Kentucky Spring 
Hunting Guide before 
heading into the field in 
search of a boss gobbler.
